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Preface 


The information in this book was abstracted from microfilmed copies of Hempstead 
County, Arkansas deed books. These records cover the territorial days of Arkansas 1819 
up to the period of 1850. Due to the difficulty many African American genealogists 
encounter once they reach the antebellum period of their research, the author attempts to 
provide easier access to names of slave ancestors hidden away in transactions generally 
indexed only by the white owner(s) such as “pills of sales, deeds of gifts, sheriff’s sales, 
hiring contracts and other transactions pertaining to early slaves and free people of color. ° 
Slave names have been “bolded” to stand out and apart from the owner’s other property 
of chattel, land, household furnishings, etc. Due to the author’s main interest in the 
abstraction of slave names; other property, terms, or conditions of the deed may not be 
listed, but noted only as---other property and terms described... 


The following criteria Was used by the author in abstracting information (1) slaves had to 
be mentioned by name in most instances, (2) bills of sale were abstracted providing the 
following information: grantor, grantee, item for sale, consideration, date of transaction 
and date recorded if different; other names would include witnesses, justices of the peace, 
county clerks, etc; (3) emancipations OF manumissions, jndentures, certificates of 
freedom and/or freedom papers have been fully transc sbed; (4) if, slave owners indicate 
being residents of counties and states other than Hempstead County that information has 
been provided; otherwise, the reader can assume the persons named are citizens of the 
county. It is advisable to look for variations in the spellings of both given and surnames. 
In many cases, the same name can be found spelled differently throughout the same 
document. The author has attempted to clarify the correct spelling of surnames by 
checking county histories and state census indexes, along with other available sources. If 
the handwriting appeared too illegible, the author gives an alternative spelling enclosed in 
parenthesis. It is also advisable to use this book simply as the reference OF guide it was 
written to be, when at all possible it is always advisable to g0 directly to the source for 


yourself ! 


The names in this book have been indexed alphabetically using first names of slaves and 
first and last names of slave owners and free persons of color.

Time Line of Events 
1818 - Hempstead County created. 


1819 - Arkansas Territory created from the southern portion of Missouri. 
1836 - Arkansas becomes the 25" state to enter the Union. 


1838 - Legislature forbids immigration of “free” blacks to settle in Arkansas without producing a 
“Certificate of Freedom” within twenty (20) days and posting bond. 


1839 - The Arkansas General Assembly enacted a law providing for individual emancipation of slaves by 
slave owners. (Whereas various other states have mandated laws against emancipation of slaves, it has 


never been against the law to emancipate individual slaves in Arkansas). 


1843 - Legislature prohibiting further emigration of “free” Negroes into Arkansas and those present to post 
bond. 


1859 - Arkansas General Assembly Act No. 151 - The Arkansas Legislature passed this law requiring all 
“free” Negroes to leave the state. “Free” Negroes had until January 1, 1860 to leave, those who chose to 
remain were to be re-enslaved. The law was repealed in the next session and many Negroes were permitted 
to return under certain restrictions. 

1861 - Civil War begins. 

1861 - Arkansas seceded from the Union as Civil War began. 


1861 - The legislature extended the date of departure until January 1, 1863 by which time the law, the 
legislature had become almost inoperative. 


1863 - Emancipation Proclamation (January 1, 1863) - freed only slaves in states in rebellion against the 
United States. 


1865 - 13” Amendment to the U.S. Constitution ratified, abolishing slavery (December 6, 1865). The 
official end of slavery. 


1865 - Civil War ends. 


1865 - The Bureau of Refugees, Freedmens and Abandoned Lands (Freedmen’s Bureau) established by the 
federal government to assist slaves in transition from slavery to freedom. 


1866 - An act of the Arkansas General Assembly to legalize marriages of persons of color living together as 
husband and wife and their children legitimate. 


1869 - The Bureau of Refugees, Freedmens and Abandoned Lands (Freedmen’s Bureau) closes. 


1873 - Howard County created from Hempstead County (many former slaves living in neighboring Howard 
County.

above mentioned in witness whereof I have here unto set my hand and seal this twenty third day 
of November Eighteen hundred and three, Test:
